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NETHERLANDS WEST INDIES (CURACAO). 


According to a report to his Government by the United States Consul 
ki at Curacao, published in ‘Commerce Reports ” 
marenene Cooking (Washington) of 21st September, conditions in 

Stoves. the Island of Curacao are such that an unusual 
opportunity presents itself for the introduction of kerosene stoves for 
cooking and baking purposes. As domestic cookery in the Island is 
generally done by means of charcoal pots, it is believed that kerosene 
stoves with an oven would become popular if the possibility of 
increasing the variety and improving the quality and taste of baked 
food were demonstrated. 

A moderate-priced kerosene stove of good quality, constructed 
for use in tropical countries, would best meet conditions. The stove 
should be of as simple construction as possible, and should be 
durably japanned or enamelled, or in some other way effectively 
protected from rust. The oven should be made so that it could be 
shipped “ knocked down ” to save freight. It should also be of such 
construction that it could easily be put on or removed from the stove. 
The one, two, and three-burner stoves, and the small and medium 
size ovens would be in greatest demand. 

The Consul adds that the oil refinery which is being erected at 
Curacao (see notice on p. 178 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
20th July) is expected to be completed early in 1917, and that a 
considerable reduction in the local price of kerosene will no doubt 
result. 





PERU. 


According to ‘‘La Revista Comercial” (Callao) for August, there 

has been a large development in recent years in 

Furniture. the importation of furniture into Peru, especially 

into the capital. In 1914 the value of these 

imports was 41,707 libras, as compared with 57,335 libras in the 
previous year. 

Imports of sideboards, wash-stands, and similar goods in 1914 
amounted in value to 2,109 libras, of which 1,019 libras worth came 
from the United States and 454 libras worth from the United 
Kingdom. Chairs and arm-chuirs represented 31 per cent. of the total 
imports of furniture and were valued at 12,926 libras in 1914. Of 
this amount 7,721 libras represented the value of common chairs with 
wooden or straw mat seatings or backs. The share of the United 
States in the total imports of chairs was 10,802 libras, and of the 
United Kingdom 557 libras. 

The manufacture of high-class upholstered furniture in Peru has 
progressed considerably of late years, but the inferior class of goods, 
made only of wood or wood and matting, cannot compete with foreign 
products, principally American, which have so far monopolised the 
market. ‘ Vienna” bentwood furniture was imported in 1914 to the 
value of 9,348 libras, and cane and reed-made furniture to the value 
of 1,006 libras.

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Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade 
Correspondents in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in other parts of the Empire, and from His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related, 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly ‘* Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the ‘‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Comptroller-General of the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application.

SECOND NATIONAL EXHIBITION OF CHEMICAL 
INDUSTRIES OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The Second National Exhibition of Chemical Industries of the 
United States was held in New York from the 25th-30th September, 
and it was estimated that there was an aggregate attendance of 
between 75,000 and 80,000 people. 

An official of the United States Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, writing in ‘‘ Commerce Reports,” claims that no branch of 
American industry during the past two years has shown such rapid 
progress as chemical technology, and as illustrating the success of 
American chemists in endeavouring to meet the national demand for 
the products of chemical industries he makes especial mention of the 
following exhibits at the Exhibition:—An exhibit illustrative 
of the barium industry which is utilising to the full extent the 
large domestic deposits of barytes; the contact sulphuric acid 
process; chemical glassware and porcelain; bleaching powder ; 
and numerous sodium compounds, such as ferrocyanide and 
sodium chlorate, which are replacing the corresponding potassium 
salts formerly imported in large quantities into the United States. 
Other exhibits showed how American chemists are seeking to solve 
the nitrogen and potash difficulties. 

The exhibits showing the development of the coal-tar chemical 
industries were the most striking feature of the Exhibition. Two 
years ago a single firm in the United States made aniline on a 
small scale, and six companies produced artificial dyestuffs from inter- 
mediates imported from Europe. At the present time, eighteen 
American companies are manufacturing synthetic carbolic acid, and 
over forty are producing aniline and other intermediates. Over 
thirty companies are making coal-tar dyes.

HEMP AND MANUFACTURES OF HEMP. 


The Director of the War Trade Department draws attention to the 
Order-of-Council dated 23rd October, 1916 (see immediately pre-

Inst “ A.”—Italian, Russian and Manila hemp, Maguey fibre and 
manufactures thereof.

Arrangements have been made with the London Hemp Association, 
24, Mark Lane, London, E.C., for the issue by them of certificates to 
facilitate the export of such hemp and manufactures thereof as do 
not fall within the terms of the Lists “A” and ‘‘ B” prohibitions. 

Application should, therefore, be made to that Association for the 
necessary declaration forms, which must be filled up and delivered to 
the Association, with samples of the goods to be exported, before 
certificates can be issued.

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EXPORTS TO THE NETHERLANDS AND 
DENMARK. 


Further Restrictions and Modification. 


The Foreign Office announce that, until further notice, no further 
licences wil] be issued in the United Kingdom or in British Pos- 
sessions overseas for the exportation to the Netherlands of calciwm 
carbide, meat and bacon, fish other than canned fish, and sheepskins, 
and, until 3lst December, of alwm and sulphate of alumina. 

Privy Council licences will similarly not be accepted by the 
Customs as authority for shipment without special authorisation 
from the War Trade Department. Holders of unexhausted licences 
should at once communicate with the War Trade Department, 4, 
Central Buildings, Westminster, 8.W., stating the reasons for which 
they desire to receive such special authorisation. 

In modification of the notice which appeared on p. 21 of the 
‘ Board cf Trade Journal” of 5th October, it is notified that the re- 
strictions on the importation of vaseline into Denmark are now 
cancelled. 

Any additional restrictions or any modification of this or subse- 
quent announcements will be published in the same manner as 


above. 





GOODS TO RUSSIA VIA SWEDEN. 


The Director of the War Trade Department announces that it is 
not now necessary for exporters to furnish Messrs. A/B Transito 
of Stockholm with advance particulars of consignments to Russia vid 
Norway and Sweden and the issue of the special form hitherto pro- 
vided by the Department for this purpose will be discontinued. 

A Swedish transit licence will still be necessary in respect of goods 
appearing on the Swedish prohibited list, and, as it is probable that 
such licences will be issued as heretofore, Messrs. A/B Transito will 
make the necessary application on receipt of the copy of the bill of 
lading which is always forwarded to them by the steamship line 
concerned. Exporters are therefore recommended to despatch the 
goods as soon as they receive the British export licence without any 
preliminary notification to Messrs. A/B Transito. 

In order to obviate possible difficulties in connection with the 
transit of :— 

1. Drugs and medicaments, and 
2. Woollen piece goods, 
it is necessary that the following advices should be sent to the steam- 
ship lines for attachment to the relative bill of lading :— 
1. Drugs and medicaments.—A separate complete specification 
of all the goods included in the consignment. 
2. Woollen piece goods.—A statement showing the weight in 
grammes per square metre of each kind of cloth included 
in the consignment. (C.1.B. 41,403.) 
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RESTRICTION OF EXPORTS OF CALFSKINS. 


The Board of Trade are notified that the War ‘Trade Department 
has decided to withhold all licences for the exportation of native 


calfskins. This notice now refers to all weights of calf.

COAL FOR ITALY: 


Arrangements have now been completed by the various interests 
concerned for regulating the supply of coal from the United Kingdom 
to French and IJtalian ports in the Mediterranean, and the new scheme 
will come into operation on 380th October. 

The scheme follows the lines of the existing arrangement for the 
. supply of coal to the Channel and Atlantic ports of France, which has 
been working since Ist June, and provides a maximum scale of 
freights, a maximum scale of coal prices, and a tariff for the services 
rendered by the coal exporters. ‘The new scheme applies to Mediter- 
ranean ports and the freight rates are therefore new; otherwise the 
new scheme is substantially the same as the previous one.

NOTICE TO SHIPPERS AND SHIPOWNERS 
RESPECTING MANIFESTS AND BILLS OF LADING. 


The attention of Shippers and Shipowners and the trading com- 
munity generally is drawn to the fact that in time of war the practice 
of shipping goods with Bills of Lading made out “to order” (made 
illegal by Section 4 of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915, in the 
case of goods shipped from the United Kingdom under licence), is 
very undesirable in respect of any goods exported from any part of

the British Empire. Shippers of goods not requiring licences are 
therefore advised not to make out Bills of Lading “ to order,” but 
only (a) to a named consignee, or (b) to a bank or financial house of 
high standing with the remark in the margin of the Bill of Lading 
“ Notify A.B.,” “A.B.” being the name of the person or firm for 
whom the goods are ultimately destined. Goods shipped to Holland 
should be consigned to the Netherlands Oversea Trust. 

It is essential during the War that, in the case of all goods whether 
shipped under licence or not, British ships should have on board 
throughout the voyage a full manifest of cargo and all the Bills of 
Lading, or certified copies of the Bills of Lading. 

Unless these requirements are complied with, there will be a risk 
that the ships will be stopped and diverted by H.M. Ships or the War 
Vessels of the Allied Nations, in order to permit of full examination 
of the cargo, and ascertainment of its destination. 

In the case of British ships that will touch at ports in countries 
contiguous to enemy territory, compliance with these requirements is 
of special importance, and serious delay may result to ship and cargo 
in such cases if all ship’s papers are not on board and in order. 

This Notice supersedes the announcement made by the Board of 
Trade on August 19th, 1915 (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th 
August, 1915, pp. 594-5), but in no way affects the requirement of 
Section 4 of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915, in regard to 
licensed goods. '

New Defence of the Realm Order,

8a. of the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations 1914, 
and every other power enabling them in that behalf, the Army Council 
hereby require that from the date of this Order and until further 
notice, in all factories, workshops and other premises the business 
carried on in which consists wholly or partly in the production or 
manufacture of woollen or worsted goods, work shall be done in

“(b) Returns as to the nature and amount of the work done in 
any of the said factories and workshops shall be furnished by the 
owners, occupiers, their officers and servants in such manner as may 
he from time to time required by or on behalf of the Director of 
Army Contracts. 

‘ Any directions that may be given by or on behalf of the Director 
of Army Contracts for the purposes of this Order shall be strictly 
complied with by such owners or occupiers and their officers or 
servants. 

“ Any person failing to comply with the provisions of this Order 
will render himself liable to prosecution as for an offence against the 


said Regulations.

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WHEAT STRAW FOR BEDDING.

ENEMY COMPANIES, ETC. IN AUSTRALIA, 


Appointment of Custodian of Enemy Property. 

With reference to the notice on p. 670 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd September, 1915, relative to a Commonwealth 
Government Proclamation regarding trading with the enemy, it is 
notified that the ‘‘Commonwealth of Australia Gazette” of 24th 
August last publishes the text of an Order, dated 23rd August, of 
the Governor-General of the Commonwealth, under the Trading with 
the Enemy Act, 1914-16, appointing the Comptroller-General of 
Customs to act as Custodian of enemy property for the purposes of 
the aforesaid Act, and to be the Public ‘l'rustee.

The “Commonwealth of Australia Gazette” of 23rd August 
contains particulars of trade marks the proprietors of which are 
subjects of a State at war with the King, and the registration of 
which has therefore been suspended under the Patents, Trade Marks 
and Designs Act, 1914-15.”

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CANADA.—According to telegraphic information received at the 
Office of the High Commissioner in London for Canada from the 
Minister of the Interior at Ottawa, under date 19th October, wholesale 
trade in the Dominion is being maintained in satisfactory volume 
and manufacturing activity continues. Steady progress is reported 
in all parts of Western Canada, the high prices being received for 
farm produce causing merchants to purchase liberally. In Winnipeg, 
it is reported, business in all lines of goods is better than last year, 
and there has been a marked improvement in Saskatoon. Satisfactory 
conditions prevail at Calgary. Retail trade at Regina is active. 
Business continues to inprove in Edmonton, and also in Vancouver.

BRAZIL (RIO GRANDE).—H.M. Consul at Rio Grande (Mr. E. J. 
Wigg) writes, under date 8th September, that since the outbreak of 
war, business in his Consular district has been much restricted; the 
earnings of the working classes have decreased and retail trades have 
suffered severely in consequence. At the same time it should be 
remarked that holders of stocks have been able to obtain very high 
prices owing to the difficulty of obtaining fresh supplies and to the 
increased cost of those obtained. Stocks tor which it was previously 
impossible to find a market have now been sold out. As a result of 
delays in executing orders, and, in many cases of the impossibility of 
accepting them for future delivery, trade with the United Kingdom 
has been checked. 

Orders for every class of goods, except, perhaps, for teatiles, have 
been sent to the United States. Amongst the many classes of goods 
which have been imported from that country into Rio Grande are 
cement, of which enormous quantities were received, galvanised 
corrugated tron, sheet and bar iron, pig tron, plain and barbed fencing 
wire, tin plates, white and red lead, paints, linseed oil, and chemicals. 
There has been little or no import of textiles, but there has been a 
small business in American hosiery. Ianseed oil has been imported 
in considerable quantities from the River Plate, and has been found 
cheaper than British linseed oil, though perhaps not quite its equal 
in quality. Window glass, which was hitherto imported from 
Belgium, has been supplied chiefly from the United States. As 
regards dry goods, importers have been devoting their energy largely 
to the sale of native manufactures, on account of the high prices 
of British goods and the difficulty in obtaining them. The high 
prices of imported goods have given an impetus to the native in- 
dustry, and a great variety of local manufactures in this line is 
now being offered. 

H.M. Consul states that it is hopeless to attempt to obtain statistics 
to show the value of imports into Rio Grande from foreign countries, 
but it appears undeniable that imports from Germany in the past 
took the first place. There is no doubt that a great many British- 
made goods were included in imports from Germany, owing to 
the fact that they were shipped from that country and the consular 
invoices prepared in Hamburg. In looking over the consular 
invoices for 1914, it was found that the number from Germany was 
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nearly double that of invoices from the United Kingdom, although 
imports from Germany practically ceased after July, while imports 
from the United Kingdom were not interrupted. 

British manufacturers intending to open up trade relations with 
Rio Grande should bear in mind that cheapness is the principal 
selling point of goods in that market. (C.1.B. 40,636.)

PERU.—H.M. Minister at Lima has furnished the following 
observations on British and German commercial methods in South 
America generally and in Peru in particular :— 

Attention is first called to the system of credit granted to South 
American houses by foreign traders. The terms ottered by Germans 
are believed to be invariably easier than those offered by British 
firms. ‘This is probably due to the fact that the German houses are 
backed by the local German bank as well as by their trading assccia- 
tions in Germany, and are consequently in an almost stronger financial 
position than old-established British houses who have only their own 
resources to rely on. Hasy terms of credit appeal strongly to the 
South American character, and in order to obtain them the South 
American buyer, in Peru at any rate, is prepared to make sacrifices 
in the quality of the goods, provided nothing is lost in appearance. 

The German credit system is, however, but one link in the 
organisation and co-ordination of German commerce. On all sides 
there are indications that the various forms of German industry 
work together. British firms, on the other hand, prefer to work 
independently, and though freedom of action doubtless contributes 
to greater elasticity, it is, at the same time, uneconomical. 

During the last two years, owing to war conditions, and despite its 
accompanying limitations and inconveniences, British houses in 
Lima have prospered to a greater extent than for many years 
previously. This prosperity has, however, been on old established 
lines of trade, and, so far as can be judged, a cessation of hostilities 
at the present moment would find British firms much as they were 
two years ago as regards the volume and extent of their business. 

It is only fair, however, to point out in this connection that 
British firms in Lima have to some extent been handicapped by 
a shortage in their Kuropean staffs, Consequently, business firms 
aver, they are only just able to keep pace with the exigencies of their 
established houses, and are unable to allow their employees to do 
much in the way of travelling or inaugurating new ventures, German 
houses, on the contrary, are fully staffed by German employees, 
these latter having been unable to return to their country. 

The conclusion that one reaches, adds H.M. Minister, and which 
indeed seems obvious, is that in order to carry on British trade 
economically and progressively in South America something in the 
way of general organisation, on German lines, must be undertaken. 
Should this be possible, the foundations must, in the first instance, be 
laid in the United Kingdom, after which the extension of the organi- 
sation to local trade centres abroad would be a matter of sequence. The 
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menace of athoroughly organised German trade association starting out 
to capture South American commerce after the war is still apparently 
little realised by British merchants. It may be that, as they become 
more fully alive to the prospects of acute and highly-organised com- 
petition, British traders will be more disposed than they have been 
hitherto to combine for self-defence and agree to the apparent restric- 
tions of organised effort. (C. 28,047.)

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA (BEIRA).—The Acting British 
Vice-Consul at Beira reports that the native trade in that district is 
principally in the hands of Indian merchants. Colowred cotton goods 
are much in demand, and prior to the war Germany secured a good 
hold on the trade by supplying a considerable quantity of well-dyed 
and showy goods at finely cut prices. Efforts are being made to 
render the country attractive to the settler, and as agriculture in the 
territory is only in its infancy agricultural machinery and implements 
will be in demand. During the year 1915 little capital was available 
for investment in any fresh enterprise or undertaking. No water 
scheme has as yet been decided on, and the proposed Sena Railway is 
still in abeyance. Street and lighting improvements are being 
effected gradually. 

As regards exports, sugar takes the first place. From statistics 
compiled from the Custom House figures it would appear that the 
quantity of sugar exported from Beira during 1915 was 28,504 tons 
as against 25,432 tons in 1914. The adjacent coast is being well 
exploited for mangrove bark, and a marked increase in the export of 
that commodity last year would probably have been recorded had 
sufficient tonnage been available. Mangrove bark is exported 
mainly to the United States. 

In Beira there are no roads other than for the trolleys or cars 
peculiar to the town, which are propelled by natives along an iron 
track. ‘There are no highways in the territory with the exception 
of a short distance in the Macequece district, and no vehicles are 
therefore in demand beyond the wagons necessary for farm produce 
transport. (C.1.B. 40,632.)

TRADE OF BURMA IN 1915-16. 


The following particulars respecting the sea-borne trade of Burma 
during the year ended 3lst March, 1916, have been taken from the 
Report, by the Chief Collector of Customs at Rangoon, on the Maritime 
Trade and Customs Administration of Burma for that year :— 

The aggregate value of the total trade of Burma (including trade 
with provincial ports and Indian ports outside Burma) in 1915-16 
was returned at 57,39,38,237 rupees, a decrease of 1,54,31,203 rupees 
or about 2°6 per cent. as compared with the trade in 1914-15. 
Excluding treasure and Government stores, the combined value of 
imports and exports in 1915-16 was 55,22,24,774 rupees. 

This 1s the first complete trade year under war conditions. Omitting 
the months April to July, which in 1914-15 were not war months, 
the total value of the trade of Rangoon (which comprises about 
88 per cent. of the trade of Burma) in private merchandise with all 
ports was 30,25,00,000 rupees in 1915-16, as compared with 
28,50,00,000 rupees in the previous year. This improvement is a 
remarkable testimony to the recovery of confidence in the Province, 
for low prices of paddy must have decreased the general purchasing 
power, while the adverse effects of the war have borne with increasing 
weight on the export trade. 

Japan’s success in her efforts to capture trade which formerly 
belonged to Germany is illustrated by the fact that imports from 
Japan into Burma in the year ended 3lst March, 1916, represented 
a value of 1,11,00,000 rupees, nearly twice last year’s total, and 
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10°4 per cent. of the total trade. Imports from the United States 
of America made a big advance, principally in motor cars and iron 
and steel goods.

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THE KAURI-GUM INDUSTRY OF NEW ZEALAND 
IN 1915-16. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence has received from 
H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand a copy of the second 
annual Report of the Superintendent of the Kauri Gum Industry in 
the Dominion, from which the following particulars are taken :— 

Shortly after the declaration of war there was a decided slump in 
the industry, and in order to alleviate the depression the New 
Zealand Government passed an Act in 1914 which empowered the 
Minister of Lands to buy and sell gum. The original intention was 
to advance up to 50 per cent. of the value of the gum on the basis of 
prices current on Ist July, 1914, and when the gum was sold to hand 
over to the producer the proceeds Jess the amount advanced and all 
charges incurred in connection with the handling of the gum. Later 
it was arranged to make a further advance of 20 per cent., and finally, 
by an amending Act in 1915, the Minister was empowered to make 
purchases outright, the probability being that all future purchases 
will be so made. 

The Act of 1914 referred to above also authorised the Minister of 
Lands to employ workmen on the Crown gum lands. This was given 
effect to, and the system known as “‘ face- -digging ” was put into 
operation. The special feature of “‘face-digging” is that while 
recovering gum trom the surface of the ground the surface is levelled 
aud made suitable for subsequent farming operations. One of the 
main difficulties encountered in carrying on ‘ face-digging” is the 
vast quantity of stumps and timber buried in the land. Wherever 
it is practicable the stumps are removed in the process of digging 
operations, as is also the loose timber, for it is under the stumps that 
the large deposits of gum are often found. For the profitable carry- 
ing on of this work it will be necessary to obtain some mechanical 
appliance for dealing with the timber, not only in order to remove it 
from the ground, but also to facilitate its disposal. Much considera- 
tion has been given to the possibility of extracting gum from this 
timber, and the Report includes the results of investigations on the 
subject made by the Dominion Analyst. 

Gum is also collected by tapping kauri trees. It is said that it is 
possible to bleed the kauri without doing any appreciable injury to 
the tree, and it is estimated that for every million feet of milling 
lumber in a forest a net annual revenue of £75 could be obtained by 
the tapping process. 

The fossil kauri gum when taken from the ground is scraped with 
a strong pocket knife in order to clean it. This scraping by hand is 
a slow, costly business, and some better method of cleaning is 
necessary. A process which seems to promise good results is a sand- 
blast apparatus of local invention. An experimental plant equipped 
at Auckland proved successful, and a tactory was afterwards erected 
in Dargaville to clean gum for the market. The Report also sugyests 
that before long it may be necessary to introduce Government grading. 

The quantity of gum exported in 1915 was 4,575 tons valued at 
£279,133, as compared with 8,473 tons valued at £497,444 in the 
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The Kauri-Gum Industry of New Zealand in 1915-16.

previous year, From Ist January to 30th June in the current year, 
however, 2,644 tons of gum, valued at £164,291 were exported, and 
this would appear to indicate that the industry is recovering. Indeed, 
it is stated in the Report that latterly there was little or no demand 
for Government advances owing to the fact that local merchants were 
buying freely and at good prices. 

‘The United States not only takes by far the greatest proportion of 
the kauri-gum output of New Zealand, but also the most expensive 
grades. ‘The average price of gum exported to that country is 
£68 8s. per ton, as compared with £54 4s. per ton for the gum 
exported to the United Kingdom. ‘The comparatively low price of 
the gum exported to the latter country is explained by the fact that 
it includes a considerable proportion of low-grade chips and dust 
used in linoleum manufacture. ‘he New Zealand Government have 
made arrangements to place its stocks of gum on the American 
market. 

Considerable attention has been directed lately to the question of 
the profitable utilisation of kauri-swamp peat by the extraction of oils 
and other valuable products, and two syndicates have carried out 
a large amount of preliminary investigation work in connection 
therewith.

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GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE TO SPANISH 
INDUSTRIES. 

The “ Gaceta de Madrid” of 2nd October contains the text ofa 
Government Bill, dated 24th September, which has been presented to 
the Spanish Cortes, providing for the granting of certain concessions in 
favour of the establishment of new industries, or the development of 
existing industries, in Spain. 

It is stated that Spanish industries generally have been but little 
developed considering the resources of the country. Recently, 
however, there has been an appreciable movement towards the more 
complete development of the national industries, and it is anticipated 
that considerable progress will be made in the near future, especially 
in view of the adverse conditions in foreign industries due to the 
European War’ ‘The present has therefore been considered an 
opportune time for introducing a measure which would provide for 
the granting of State aid to Spanish industries, opening for them a 
new era of prosperity. 

The Bill provides for the granting of certain concessions to Spanish 
enterprises engaged in the following industries :—Shipbuilding ; coal 
production ; iron and steel industries ; copper, zinc and brass indus- 
tries; the manufacture of iron goods not yet made in Spain; 
industries concerned in the working up of Spanish agricultural pro- 
ducts, which at present are sent abroad for that purpose ; cattle, fruit, 
wine, etc. export; production of fertilisers and agricultural machinery ; 
water power exploitation ; chemical industries, especially dye manu- 
facture; wool washing; manufacture of electrical supplies of all 
kinds; manufacture of scientific apparatus ; book publishing industry, 
especially in connection with the export of Spanish publications to 
America ; industries established to supply the needs of the Moroccan 
market ; and, in general, all industries producing goods not as yet 
manufactured in Spain, those manufacturing goods from raw materials 
which at present are sent abroad for that purpose, and industries 
already established in Spain, the extension of which is contemplated. 

The concessions to be granted are classified as follows :— 

(1) State concessions without direct financial help, embracing 
exemption from stamp and other State taxes ; postponement of the 
payment of all other taxes until five years after the commencement 
of working a new industry ; free importation for a period of 15 years 
of raw materials required for the industry and not produced in the 
country ; fiscal protection for a period of 15 years in respect of manu- 
factures produced by new industries; total exemption from all 
export duties for 5 years; “temporary admission” regulations to 
be applied in respect of all raw materials for manufacture in Spain 
or for working up for export in conjunction with Spanish materials ; 
special banking facilities ; special transport tariff rates; exemption 
from municipal and port dues ; preference to the products of Spanish 
industries in the award of Government contracts. 

(2) Loans authorised directly by the State.-—The amount of such 
assistance must not exceed 50 per cent. of the capital necessary 
for the creation of new industries or the extension of existing ones. 
The interest to be paid will be 5 per cent. annually of the amount 
received by the industry. The loans will be granted for a maximum 
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period of 10 years, as regards the extension of industries already 
established, and for 15 years in respect of new industries. 

(3) Guarantee of minimum interest on capital invested.—With a 
view to encouraging the establishment in Spain of large industries in 
respect of which the concessions enumerated above may not be 
sufficient stimulus, the Government is authorised to guarantee 
interest not exceeding 5 per cent. annually on the capital invested in 
the undertaking, and for this purpose a sum of up to 10,000,000 
pesetas (£400,000 at par) will be included in the annual State 
estimates The period during which such interest will be granted 
will be 15 years.

PROPOSED SPANISH AGRICULTURAL BANK. 


The Spanish Minister of Finance was authorized by a Royal Decree, 
dated 24th September, to present to the Cortes a Bill to provide for 
the formation of a National Agricultural Bank. 

The text of the Bill, as published in the ‘“ Gaceta de Madrid” of 
2nd October, provides for the establishment of the headquarters of 
the Bank at Madrid, and, within two years from the date of its forma- 
tion, branches are to be opened in each of the agricultural districts of 
Spain. ‘The Bank is to grant cash loans in connection with the 
improvement and batt of agriculture generally, while other 
functions of the Bank include the acquisition of land to be leased to 
cultivators ; the acceptance of bills and granting security for obliga- 
tions; the purchase in Spain or from abroad of fertilisers, farm 
implements, seeds, machinery, cattle, etc. to be re-sold in Spain; the 
establishment of warehouses, grain silos, and depéts for agricultural 
produce and the issue of securities for the goods deposited in them ; 
the sale on commission of agricultural or cattle products in Spain or 
abroad, establishing the agencies necessary for that purpose; the 
effecting of agricultural insurances. 

It is further provided that the capital of the Bank is to be 
100,000,000 pesetas (£4.000,000 at par), of which the State would be 
responsible tor 25,000,000 pesetas, the remainder being subscribed 
either by competition among Spanish banking concerns or by public 
subscription. These 75,000,000 pesetas will be represented by 
registered shares (“ acciones nominativas”). The shares in the hands 


of foreigners must not exceed one-fifth of the capital issue.

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EFFORTS TO DEVELOP THE BRAZILIAN 
EXPORT TRADE. 

H.M. Minister at Rio de Janeiro reports that special instruc- 
tious have recently been issued to Brazilian Consular officers to 
direct more attention than hitherto to the markets most suitable 
for Brazilian products, and to send in reports on all subjects 
which may be of interest to the agricultural, commercial or 
industrial development of Brazil, as well as particulars of the 
prices of and conditions affecting each article of national production, 
together with information regarding rates of freight and import 
duties, etc., adding any suggestions as to how economic propaganda 
may best be carried on. 

These efforts may be taken as indicating the serious anxiety pre- 
vailing in Brazil in reyard to the financial situation, which it is 
recognised can only undergo any improvement through the increase 
of exports and the exercise of the strictest economy. On this latter 
point a conference took place on 17th August, presided over by the 
President of the Republic, which was attended by the Ministers of 
the various Departments of State. At this conference it was finally 
agreed to make reductions of expenses amounting to 6.000 contos 
(about £300,000) over and above the economies previously suggested 
by the Commission of Finance, which also amounted to 6,000 contos 
partly in gold and partly in paper. (C. 28,120.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF ARGENTINA DURING 
JANUARY TO JUNE, 1916. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at BuenosgAires (Mr. H. O. Chalkley) 
reports that, according to preliminary official statistics, the value of 
the imports of merchandise into Argentina during the first six 
months of 1916 was £20,993,000, as compared with £20,026,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1915. The exports of merchandise were 
valued at £49,211,000, as compared with £66,097,000. 

Imports.— As regards imports, it should be remembered that the 
figures are based on the arbitrary valuations of the Customs tariff of 
values, which have been the same for both periods. The improve- 
ment in trade was, therefore, actual, and not due to increased prices. 

The following table shows the share of the principal countries 
engaged in the import trade of Argentina in January—June, 1916, as 
compared with the first six months of 1915 :—

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In the second quarter of this year the United Kingdom gained 
some of the ground lost in the first quarter (when imports from 
the United States nearly equalled those from the United Kingdom), 
with the result that the latter is still first in the list of competing 
countries. The share of the United Kingdom was 29°8 per cent. 
of the total, as compared with 27:1 for the United States. Before 
the war, t.e., for the first half of 1914, the percentages of the two 
countries were 343 and 12:3 respectively, and having regard to 
the considerable difference made by reduced exports of coal the 
manner in which British exporters have held their position is 
striking.

“Oil, residual, or brick, declared by the importer to be imported 
solely for use in brick making, 124 per cent. ad valorem,” 

and to insert in lieu thereof the following item :— 


Oils, lubricating, being the products of petroleum, per gall. 9d.

posed to prohibit temporarily the importation of the goods falling 
under certain Sections of the Russian Customs Tariff. The list 
appended to the present notice not only indicates the Sections of the 
Tariff designated in the announcement published in Petrograd, but 
shows also the class of goods included under each heading, as speci- 
fied in the Tariff. It may be mentioned, in this connection, that a 
translation of the Russian Tariff was published by the Board of ‘T'rade 
in April, 1915, as a Parliamentary Return (Reference No., Cd.

ITALY. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome reports, under date Ist October, that, 
according to an article recently published in the 
‘“Popolo Romano,” the following extension work 
has been accomplished by the Italian Railway 
Department during the last two years :— 

One hundred and sixty kiloms. of new railway lines have been opened 
from the Spilimbergo-Gemona line to various secondary branches 
and from the Cuneo- Ventimiglia line to the Paolo-Cosenza line. A 
new double gauge line from Susegana to Montebelluno and Castel- 
franco was opened last May. Several branches of the Genoa-Milan 
direct line, such as Arcuata-'ortona, are nearly ready to be opened, 
and several other branches on the Calabrian-Lucanian lines are 
practically completed. ‘The work undertaken in the last two years 
has covered a sum of 108,000,000 lire, as compared with a normal 
expenditure rarely exceeding 30,000,000 lire. 

In addition, 235 kiloms. of railway line have been converted from 
single to double gauge lines in the period referred to, at an expen- 
diture of 24,000,000 lire, and another 350 kiloms., to cost about 
45,000,000 lire, are in course of construction. 

Fifteen new junction stations have been built and electric apparatus 
has been set up along 140 kiloms. of railway, with signalling 
apparatus in 146 stations, 

In addition to other minor works, such as improvement of lines 
near arsenals and docks, or at approaches to stations, considerable 
progress has been made with the electrification of railways. In the 
military zone 87 kiloms. of new line have been opened for very 
heavy traffic from Bardonecchia-Modane to the Succursale dei Giovi,

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PANAMA CANAL ZONE), 
The Acting British Consul at Colon (Mr. J. R. Murray) has furnished 


— the following particulars of the Panama Canal 

Traffic, 1915-16 traffic during the fiscal year ended 30th June, 1916. 

' ’ It is pointed out that as the Canal was closed by 

a landslide from the middle of September, 1915, until 15th April, 
1916, the period covered is in reality only five months. 

The number of ocean-going vessels using the waterway during the 
year ended 30th June, 1916, was 787, and their aggregate net ton- 
nage was 2,479,761 tons, the corresponding figures tor the previous 
fiscal year being 1,083 vessels of 3,843,035 tons. The total quantity 
of cargo carried through the Canal in 1915-16 was 3,140,046 tons, as 
compared with 4,969,792 tons in 1914-15. Taking into consideration 
the fact that the Canal was open to trathc for 104 months in the year 
1914-15, as against five months in 1915-16, the monthly average 
for ships, tonnage, cargo carried, and tolls was higher in the latter 
year. 

‘he vessels passing through the Canal in the fiscal year 1916 were 
employed on the following principal trade routes :—(1) United States 
to the west coast of South and Central America; (2) United States 
to the Far East, including Australasia; (3) United States coastwise ; 
(4) Europe to the Pacific Coast of Central and South America; (5) 
Europe to the West Coast of North America; (6) Atlantic terminal 
of the Panama Canal to the Pacific Coast of Central and South 
America, over which route is carried cargo for and trom the United 
States and Europe. 

A noticeable feature is the large falling-off in the United States 
coastwise trade in recent months; during July-September, 1915, 
there were 79 ships, with a net tonnage of 311,463 tons, carrying 
389,844 tons of cargo, but from the time of the re-opening of the 
Canal to the 30th June, 1916, the coastwise traffic consisted only of 
11 ships, with a net tonnage of 37,706 tons, which carried 51,888 
tons of cargo. This falling-off was caused by the fact that with the 
closing of the Canal the vessels of the interrupted coastwise services 
were diverted to a great extent to the foreign trade, in which trade 
they have been kept since the re-opening to commerce of the water- 
way by the continued great demand for tonnage, and the prevailing 
high freights brought about by the war. 

Of the 787 vessels using the Canal during 1915-16, 358 were 
British and 238 American, the next most important nationality being 
Norwegian with 45. 

As regards the cargo carried, the principal commodities passing 
through the Canal during the year were as follows :— Nitrates, 
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Shipping and Transport.

BRITISH INDIA. | 

The Report for 1915 of the Chief Inspector of Mines in India 
, contains the following particulars relative to the 
Mineral Output ineral output* of British India last year :— 

in 1915. There was a distinct advance in the output of 
coal, which amounted to 16,352,480 tons, an increase of 624,849 tons 
on the 1914 output. Of the 1915 total, 15,686,816 tons, or 95°93 per 
cent. were raised in Bengal and in Bihar and Orissa, the percentage 
of the previous five years being 95°54. 

The output of mica again decreased and was the smallest since 
1910, being only 24,063 cwts., as against 38,139 cwts. in 1914. 
Restrictions on export and the loss of the German market had an 
adverse effect on the sale of all grades of splittings. The chief demand 
was for good clear and part-stained block mica, for use, among other 
things, for the magnetos of aeroplanes. ‘The trade in Madras mica 
was especially depressed. 

The manganese industry was very depressed during the first half of 
the year, and although there was a strong demand later the shortage 
of tonnage prevented it from being fully met. ‘The output of 
manganese was 378,172 tons, a decrease of 177,500 tons as compared 
with the 1914 production. 

The gold output of 1915 was 24,320 ounces, as compared with 
19,873 ounces in 1914. An output of 512 ounces of silver is also 
reported from a gold mine; this is the first time that silver has 
figured in the records. 

The output of copper was 8,010 tons, as compared with 4,400 tons 
in 1914, an increase of 82°05 per cent. 

During the greater part of the year the wolfram industry languished, 
but towards the close, efforts were successfully made to stimulate the 
production, resulting in a total, output for the year of 39,432 cwts., as 
against 31,526 cwts. in 1914, 

As regards other minerals, there were increases in the output of 
bauxite, clay, fuller’s earth, salt, magnesite and galena, and decreases 
in iron, chromite, tin, steatite, samarskite, slate and limestone. The 
limestone trade has suffered owing to building operations being 
reduced. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 
H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) 
, writes that, according to the Report of the Govern- 
Value of Mineral nent Mining Erigineor, the ‘alee of the total 
Output in 1915. mineral output of South Africa in 1915 is esti- 
mated at £43,531,000, a decrease of approximately £1,800,000 as 
compared with the value of the output in 1914. The decrease is 
more than accounted for by the decline of over £5,000,000 in the 
value of diamonds produced in 1915. The value of the gold output 
increased by nearly £3,000,000, whilst the value of copper, tin and 


asbestos produced increased by approximately £400,000.

There has been a marked decline in the imports of cotton goods 
under the preferential tariff between the years ended 3lst March, 
1914, and 1916, although this has not been so marked in the cases of 
printed cottons and towellings. ‘lhe bulk of cotton goods from the 
United Kingdom are admitted under the preferential tariff and for 
all practical purposes entries under this head cover British goods. 
On the whole they have been imported into Canada in as large a 
volume as formerly. ‘There has, however, been a very marked all 
round advance in imports of cotton piece goods from the United 
States, and these are imported under the general tariff. Only a 
small proportion of the imports under the general tariff comes from 
countries other than the United States. 

The following table, therefore, shows approximately how imports 
of cotton goods into Canada from the United Kingdom have declined, 
while imports from the United States have increased. The figures 
relate to the chief lines of cotton manufacture, viz.: ducks, grey and 
white cottons, towellings, prints, jeans, etc. :—

Formerly, earth-nut or ground-nut (Arachis 
hypegea) cake or meal was the principal cake or meal made from nuts 
and used as food for cattle, and the terms “nut” cake and “nut” 
meal were generally understood as applying to this nut. Recently, 
however, coconut and palm kernel residues have come into common 
use. Since the outbreak of war other nuts have been introduced, 
and, as these new materials become available for feeding live stock, 
nut-cakes and nut-meals of several kinds are likely to be found on 
the market, which may be expected to vary considerably in their 
composition, character and uses. Farmers should, therefore, insist 
on having all such cakes and meals described on the invoice by a 
name clearly marking their origin.

price as, crude cottonseed oil. If, however, the 
present high price of cottonseed oil falls to the level of the last five 
years, and the cost of producing peanut oil remains at the current 
level, peanut oil could not compete with cottonseed oil at the lower 
price. 

So far, very little peanut oil has been manufactured in the United 
States, because peanuts have been disposed of in other channels of 
trade at a price higher than could be paid by oil manufacturers. 
However, on account of the present high price and the scarcity of 
cottonseed, several oil mills in the South are now producing peanut 
oil (see notice on p. 590 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 24th 
August). 

Experiments made on a large scale in cottonseed oil mills in the 
United States have demonstrated that the ordinary box presses and 
press cloth can, with practically no alteration, be used in making 
peanut oil either from shelled or unshelled stock. The expeller type 
of press also has been used satisfactorily in a number of mills. Most 
of the oil mills manufacturing peanut oil have used the same methods 
of grinding, cooking, pressing, etc. that are used for cottonseed oil, 
but a first-grade oil cannot be made from cooked material. 

At present there is very little demand in the United States for a 
high-grade peanut oil, but many consider it equal, if not superior, to 
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Agricultural and Forest Products.

olive oil. That peanut oils can be satisfactorily refined with as little 
loss, calculated on the free fatty acid content, as cottonseed oil, is 
undoubtedly true, but that such refined oils will command as high a 
market price as the virgin oils seems very doubtful.

The region within which pearl fishing is, for the present, to be 
confined consists of the islands of Margarita, Coche, Cubagna and 
neighbouring islands, together with the shallows of Araya; it will 
be divided into three zones. The season runs from 15th September 
to the 15th of the following May, and one of the three zones will be 
open up to 3lst December, and another from that date until 15th May ; 
the third zone will remain closed during the whole of that particular 
season. 

Licences for fishing by diving will be granted by the Administrator 
of Fisheries on payment of 300 bolivars (about £12), and licences 
for fishing with drag nets on payment of 30 bolivars (about £1 4s.). 
The licences will be valid for one month only, and subject to a stamp 
tax of 1 bolivar. 

Pearl fishing in the Gulf of Cariaco, off Piritu, the coasts of Parcia, 
and the peninsula of Paraguana, etc., which is closed for the present, 
will be regulated later.

of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Department 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, &c. of ‘l'rade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the offices of the Department. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and in certain foreign markets, have been shipped to Canada 
upon loan to the Dominion Government for exhibition there. 

The British Industries Fair, 1916, was held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London, from 21st February to 3rd March. The 
Board of Trade have decided to hold another Fair in London next 
year from Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, inclusive, 
The office dealing with Fair matters is at 32, Cheapside, London, E.C.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1997X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture or 
repair of arc lamps. 

1999X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of railway fog 
signals, or in making the metal cases. (Application 474.X.) 

2001X. Jewellery mounters engaged wholly or mainly in making 
metal mounts or in fixing these mounts to the metal parts of jewel- 
lery, and not engaged wholly or mainly in the setting of precious 
stones in the mounts. 

2002X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture (including painting, 
staining and varnishing) of wooden cases for the beer and mineral 
water trades. 

2004X. Workmen employed in jewellery warehouses immediately 
connected with manufacturing (including plating, etc.), or repairing 
establishments and engaged wholly or mainly in wrapping up, 
carding, boxing, or otherwise packing or preparing goods for sale. 

2005X. Workmen engaged in sawmilling or machine woodwork in 
connection with the manufacture of loose leaf ledgers or binders, or 
in making metal or leather parts thereof. 

2007X. Workmen employed by a firm of camera manufacturers 
and engaged in— 

(1) Sawmilling and machine woodwork ; 

(2) Making, assembling or finishing metal parts ; 

(3) Making leather bellows ; 

(4) Other workmen engaged in the manufacture of cameras 

which are intended for use in war. (Application 
434.X.) 
2009X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making metal 
parts of India and ‘Treasury tags. 
2011X. Workmen engaged in covering tennis balls. (Application 
395X). 
2013X. Workmen (other than centre makers) engaged in making 
leather cricket balls. (Application 395X). 
, 2014X. Workmen engaged in making horse shoes and shoeing 
orses. 

This decision supersedes decision B. 1729 (“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 7th September, 1916) in so far as it conflicts 
therewith.

1994. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of glass for the di- 
optric apparatus of lighthouses. 

1995. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
salt. (Application 458X.) 

1996. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in mining or dressing 
rock salt. (Application 458X.) 

1998. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
tarred macadam. 

2000. Workmen (other than metal workers) engaged in making 
silk shades for electric light and gas fittings. 

2003. Bond and trimming coopers engaged wholly or mainly in 
inspecting or examining casks and barrels in bonds or warehouses 
which are not immediately connected with establishments in which 
the manufacture of casks or barrels is carried on. 

2006. Workmen (other than those covered by decision A. 2005X 
above) engaged in the manufacture of loose leaf ledgers or binders, 
provided that where leather is used the cost of the leather is not more 
than one-third of the total cost of the finished article. 

2008. Workmen (other than those covered by decision A. 2008X 
above) engaged in the manufacture of cameras not intended for use 
in war. (Application 434X.) 


2010. Workmen (other than metal workers) engaged in the 
manufacture of India and ‘Treasury tags. 

2012. Workmen (other than those engaged wholly or mainly in 
sawmilling or machine woodwork) engaged in making cricket bats, 
tennis rackets, hockey sticks, etc. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
